With millions of dollars’ worth of 
repairs needed on their buildings and 
with thelr. products going -begging for 
a-market, farmers’ might well. get to- 
gether with the unemployment: work- 
men. of towns and elties on a “farm . 
works. project” that would be of mu-.. 
tual. benefit. to all. ; 
Practically every farm In central nu. 
nois—and the same . is true in the 
southern. sections of the state—should 
‘have $1,500: spent on. it to put the 
buildings in good condition, - Bulld- 
ings everywhere. need. paint; mar 
roofs are badly rusted ; some buildimgs:t- 
should be: torn down and the materials. 
salvaged, while others. are unsafe to 
use without repairs. 

There are many craftsmen’ and 
handymen now idle who need some of 
the present farm: surplus of grain for 
flour, meal and feed. They need hay | 
for cow feed, a hog or a heifer for 
meat and fruits and vegetables for 
food, but they have no. money ‘with 
which to-buy.- The farmer, on the oth- 
er hand, has a surplus of these.
